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“WE LEARN from history,” someone 

has said, “that an evil thought 
turned loose will often live centuries 
and steadily gather momentum, bring- 
ing sorrow and confusion to countless 
multitudes.” 


The evil thought of Communism, im- 
planted in the mind of Marx by Satan 
himself, has gathered momentum and 
blighted the thinking of millions. To- 
day, in vast areas of the world, human 
minds are being changed by diabolical 
methods, given various names. The Chi- 
nese have a revealing name for the in- 
doctrination process, and they call it, 
“brain-washing,” or “brain-changing.” 


This sinister activity was a must on 
the program of Communism when it 
took over in China. Dr. Fred C. Sch- 
warz, Christian physician, has describ- 
ed the process, through drugs and treat- 
ments, he says, they smash the mind to 
bits. Then after the mental associations 
are shattered, they rebuild it into a pat- 
tern of their own. 


This was what happened to Robert 
A. Vogeler, American businessman in 
Budapest. “If God Himself,” his ques- 
tioner boasted, “was sitting in that 
chair, we would make Him say what we 
wanted him to say.” Under the various 
pressures put upon him, Vogeler falsely 
“confessed” to being a spy, and spent 
seventeen months in jail. 








Edward Hunter, American journalist, 
has told about this huge laboratory, 
where experiments are going on today, 
in a book called, “Brain-Washing in 
Red China.” Brain-washing, he explains, 
is to have your brains cleaned out of 
“imperialist poisons.” 


The Communists have stolen the se- 
crets learned about the human mind 
and distorted them to gain their own ob- 
jectives. Propaganda, at first was a pri- 
mitive thing. It did not employ the sub- 
tle innuendos of today’s cold warfare. 
The silent weapons of modern psycho- 
logical warfare are the clever, attractive 
leaflets which they scatter, the calm and 
quiet instructions of the hypnotist, self- 
criticism meetings and “democratic” 
discussions, 


MINDS HAMMERED ON AN ANVIL 


Mr. Hunter experienced a_ peculiar 
feeling as he listened to a young Chi- 
nese tell his experiences in the North 
China People’s Revolutionary Universi- 
ty. “Certain passages in his description 
of brain-washing recalled some _ pre- 
vious experience of my own,” he said. 
He remembered a visit to a friend of 
his, who had had a nervous breakdown. 
This friend was being treated in a men- 
tal institution. Here the large staff in- 
cluded psychologists, doctors and sur- 
geons who knew the clinical uses of 
hypnotism. 
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One psychiatrist told him of a fight 
for a man’s mind. The man’s cure had 
come by “being frank,” and by “mind 
reform,” he told Hunter. These very 
terms were used by the Chinese student 
as he explained the technique used at 
the Revolutionary University. “I felt the 
same disquieting sense of probing into 
dangerous fields,” Hunter said. “It was 
as if that most advanced mental hospit- 
al with its staff of psychiatrists had 
stopped treating the insane and had be- 
gun treating only the sane, without 
changing the treatment.’ 


That is what is happening in China 
today. Young Chi (the fictitious name 
used to protect the student) told how he 
was transferred to the Revolutionary 
University. At Tsing Hua University in 
Peiping, Chi had questioned Soviet Rus- 
sia’s policy in Manchuria, “Why,” he 
asked, “did Russia take Manchurian 
machinery into Siberia? And why are 
they still holding Manchurian ports and 
controlling Manchurian railways?” 


This caused so much discussion a- 
mong the students, that Chi was marked 
for a course in “thought reform.” He 
was instructed to keep a daily diary of 
his thoughts. This diary was to be in- 
spected. 


The Communists are not foolish 
enough to believe a man will write from 
the innermost depths of his heart and 
mind. But they are clever enough to 
know that the person who knows his 
diary is to be inspected will be careful 
to use the political doctrines of Com- 
munism in the framing of the thoughts 
he writes. They know if he keeps writ- 
ing and rewriting those ideas, he is go- 
ing to digest a certain amount of them. 


The students were then launched into 
a series of discussion meetings. A re- 
cord was kept of everything that went 
on. In this way, no false entries could 
be made in the diary, for it was checked 
against the records of the discussion 
meetings. These discussions went on six 
days a week. They began at six in the 
morning, and continued through until 
nine in the evening. The only breaks 
were a brief one for breakfast and sup- 
per, and a rest period. 


Chi was not allowed to continue in 
the Peiping University. He was regard- 
ed as unreformable in a_non-Party 
school, and was for this reason trans 
ferred to the Revolutionary University. 


The only professor in this school was 
the writer, Ai Tze-chi, the leading pollit- 
ical philosopher of the Communist 
Party. He came once a week, when he 
spoke to the entire student body on the

I RETURNED to my room a few days 

ago in the Shepherd Hotel, located in 
the Old section of Jerusalem ... stunned 
by what I had seen during the day in 
Arab refugee camps near the city of Jer- 
icho. 


What horrible sights and unbeliev- 
able suffering! 


One camp that I visited has 60,000 re- 
fugees, languishing in filth, disease, 
starvation and _ vermin, destitute of 
clothing and other material provisions 
which go to make life tolerable on even 
its lowest levels. 


There are many such congested cen- 
ters, some larger and others smaller — 
each camp designated by a number 
(one, two, three, four and so on), where 
masses of people are herded together, 
more like animals than humans. 


These pitiful creatures are not prison- 
ers. They are victims of Palestine war- 





fare (for which they were in no way 
responsible), driven from their homes 
in what is now Israel, forced to stay in 
camps where food is rationed by the 
United Nations. But the quantity is so 
low and the quality so poor that they 
are scarcely able to keep body and soul 
together. 


I am thinking of one mud hut I visit- 
ed, measuring 14 feet square, dirt floor, 
the home of 10 adults and children, no 
heat despite the fact that the winters are 
severe. Their bodies were covered with 
rags, not clothing. 


The situation is made more pitiful, 
because the victims are not beggars or 
derelicts accustomed to living like para- 
sites on society. Thousands of them 
were people of refinement and educa- 
tion before being dislodged from their 
homes by Stern gangs and Zionist mili- 
tary forces. 





Included are persons from all walks 
of Near East life — merchants, farmers, 
fruit growers, businessmen, industrial 
leaders, teachers, men and women inter- 
ested in the arts and sciences, directors 
of religious thought ... and others. 


All are religious, for most part be- 
lievers in Islam, but there are also 
many Christians among them. They 
were left helpless, homeless and penni- 
less when driven out by Zionist invad- 
ers (supported at the time by both the 
nations of the west and Russia on the 
east). More than 800,000 of these hap- 
less people are today living on crumbs 
from the outside world. 


American diplomats will never be 
able to explain to the satisfaction of 
Moslem’s millions, why they sided with 
international Zionism at the time of the 
invasion. 


And why the President of the United 
States got up in the middle of the night 
to give the invaders diplomatic recog- 
nition! And why nothing is being done 
to compensate them for their losses and 
to relieve the suffering they are endur- 
ing. 


Not everyone in Washington agreed 
with the policies of the President and 
his Secretary of State. Representative 
George W. Armstrong circulated a peti- 
tion requesting Mr. Truman to rescind 
“this vicious and unholy agreement.” 


He stated on May 27, 1950 (the date 
of his petition): “Israeli is supported 
by the Zionists of the world with unlim- 
ited funds for the purchase of arms and 
munitions, while the Arabs are poor and 
unable to cope with them.” 


Representative John Rankin spoke on 
behalf of the petition as follows: 


“We owe a duty to those Arabs who 
have occupied that country for approx- 
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imately 2,000 years. Many of them were | 
Christians, and they were all on friend- | 
ly terms with the United States until this | 
so-called state of Israel was set up and 

recognized overnight by the administra- 

tion without consulting the Congress of 

the United States. For my part, I am not 

willing to appropriate money out of the 

pockets of the overburdened taxpayers 

of the United States to underwrite the 

Crucifixion, or carry on a war with a 

friendly people.”

NLY A FEW TIMES in the history 
of revolution and war have atrocities 
been inflicted upon helpless victims and 
civilian populations, comparable to 
what the Arabs of Palestine have suffer- 


The most barbaric and inhuman 
methods of extermination were employ- 
ed, including rape, arson and the mas- 
sacre of helpless women and children. 
None of the rules of so-called “civilized 
warfare” were observed by the invaders. 


Pregnant women were bayoneted. In- 
fants were thrown into cisterns. Nurses 
were tortured and killed. Prisoners were 
mutilated. Children were cut in pieces 
before their parents’ eyes. Booby bombs 
were attached to British soldiers and 
their bodies blown to bits. 


Invaders broke into homes, offices 
and places of business, looting furni- 
ture and destroying what they could not 
carry away. They looted medical sup- 
plies and Red Cross properties. Four- 
teen Christian Churches and_ shrines 
were damaged or destroyed in the old 
city of Jerusalem. There were indiscrim- 
inate killings in some areas, designed to 
terrorize the civilian population and 
produce a mass exodus of people from 
their homes. 


The tragedy which befell the Deir 
Yasin Valley of about 600 inhabitants, 
adjacent to Jerusalem, is an example of 
similar scenes enacted elsewhere. On 





April 10, 1948, invaders attacked the | 
unarmed Arabs residing there, looted | 
valuables, massacring more than 250 
men, women and children. Fifty-two | 
mothers of infant children were includ- | 
ed in the group.

Approximately 150 bodies were hor- 
ribly mutilated and dumped into a cis- 
tern. Several women and girls were 
stripped of their clothing, loaded into 
trucks, paraded through the Jewish 
section of Jerusalem, photographed 
naked, raped and murdered. 


M. Jacques de Regneir, a Red Cross 
official, visited the scene and said: “The 
situation was simply terrible.” He told 
of finding a six year old girl still alive, 
under a pile of dead bodies, whom he 
took to a hospital for treatment. 


Plans for the Deir Yasin massacre 
were drawn up in cold-blooded style 
and put into operation by members of 
the Stern and Irgun gangs of the Zionist 
revolutionary army. The same pattern 
was later followed in other villages 
which were unarmed and _ unprepared 
for such assaults. 


Memories of what took place at Deir 
Yasin will never be erased from the 
thinking of the Arabs. It is regarded as 
the most humiliating stain ever placed 
upon Arabic history. 


The invaders justified the slaughter 
because it led to the panic flight of 
Arabs in all parts of the Holy Land 
who, until then, had insisted on cling- 
ing to their homes and personal proper- 
tv. After that, they fled at the first signs 
of attack. 


There were two stages to the invasion. 
First, terrorists’ attacks on the British 
who, until that time, ruled the country 
under a mandate from the other powers. 
Second, the massacre at Deir Yasin. 
The first dislodged the British and the 
second s':attered Arabic resistance. 


Another report which I investigated 
and found true, related to the removal 
of 150 Arabs, including children, from 
the Qatra concentration camp of south- 
ern Israel, on May 31, 1950. 


These unfortunates were driven, un- 
der cover of night, into the desolate and 
snake-infested Wadi Araba, between the 
Dead Sea and the Gulf of Aquaba. None 
were guilty of any crimes, but had been 


caught into the Stern and Irgun drag- 
nets and hauled to Qatra. 


They were transported in trucks by 
way of Beersheba to a desert post near 
Ein Husb, dumped out, and told to walk 
in the direction of a distant mountain 
range. No food nor water was allowed 
them in an area where temperatures 
often reach 120 degrees. About half the 
number reached Jordan alive. 


The bitterness which exists today be- 
tween Arabs and Jews of the Near East 
is without parallel in the history of 
these ancient peoples. 


* * * 


(THERE ARE two Jerusalems — the 

Old city, presently occupied by 
Arabs of Jordan, covering 250 acres, en- 
circled by a stone wall 50 feet high — 
and the New, modern city occupied by 
Jews of Israel. 


Everybody you meet in the Old city 
wants to tell foreign visitors about the 
800,000 refugees and how they were 
driven from their homes. “The Ameri- 
can people have never been given the 
facts, otherwise their sense of fairness 
would assert itself,” is something you 
lear on all sides. 


One thing that makes the expelled 
Palestinians angriest involves the money 
they had on deposit in the banks of Bar- 
clay’s of Britain and the Ottaman Bank 
of Turkey. When the invaders seized 
various cities, they confiscated bank 
property and grabbed the records. 


Although Barclay’s is an internation- 
al bank with branches throughout the 
Middle East, the victims are unable to 
draw out their money. Dr. John Namr, 
editor of the newspaper Al Ordon, pub- 
lished at Amman (the capital of Jor- 
dan) says: “The bank officials say that 
the Israelis have all the records. The in- 
ternational banks have permitted the Is- 
raelis to appropriate the life savings of 
‘housands of Arabs. The United Nations 
and the world sit by and pour money 
into Israel to help them consolidate 
their theft.” 


The tenseness one senses in the Old 
and New Jerusalems is reflected 
throughout that part of the world. Be 
fore the invasion of 1948 and 1949, Je- 
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rusalem was a thriving city of nearly a 
quarter of a million people. Today, 
blocked gates, dead end streets, barbed 
wire and raod blocks divide the two 
cities. There are 100,000 Arabs on one 
side and 125,000 Jews on the other . 
watching each other uneasily. 


I asked an Arab, who seemed anxi- 
ous to make conversation about his 
plight, if he feared an invasion from 
the opposite side. This was his answer: 
“Of course. We are never free from this 
thought. It hangs over us like a cloud.” 


The United Nations passed a resolu- 
tion on November 29, 1947 designed to 
internationalize the city. The order was 
defied 15 days later, when David Ben- 
Gurion moved the capital of his country 
from Tel Aviv to the New city. 


He stated at the time: “We cannot 
lend ourselves to enforced separation 
from Jerusalem, violating the historic 
rights of our people.” Eliahu Elath, Is- 
rael’s ambassador to the United States, 
supplemented this announcement with 
a statement that his people were ready 
to fight. 


No further effort has been made to in- 
ternationalize the city. The Arab quoted 
above said despondently: “The U. N. 
resolution will never be enforced be- 
cause of the power which Jews wield in 
the capitals of the world.” 


The great reservoir of respect and 
friendship for the United States that ex- 
isted among Arabic peoples a few years 
ago is being rapidly drained. They par- 
ticularly dislike Harry Truman for hav- 
ing supported the invaders. 


I found that the Communist Party 
was outlawed in Jordan, but enjoyed 
legal status in Israel. Red propagandists 
have for years circulated literature in 
the Arabic tongue from Haifa (Israel) 
but with little response, due to the hard- 
ness of Islam faith. 


The cobblestone streets of Old Jeru- 
salem are ancient, narrow, dark and 
gloomy. The most precious Christian 
shrines are there ... including the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre, Gordon’s 
Calvary, Gordon’s Tomb, the Place of 
the Skull, the Pool of Bethesda, Via Do- 
lorosa (the street over which our Lord 
dragged His Cross on the way to Cal- 
vary) and other points of interest to the 
Christian visitor. The Mosque of Omar, 
sacred to Islam, is also there. 


* * * 
UNDER PRESSURE of public opin- 


ion, many Jewish organizations, 
newspapers and magazines of the Unit- 
ed States have reversed themselves on 
Communism. Having in the past furn- 
ished the driving force for the red move- 
ment in this part of the world, they have 
lately assumed an opposite attitude and 





this fact has served to antagonize Mos- 
cow. 


There are no indications that the Jew- 
ish purge has reached into the Central 
Committee of the Communist Interna- 
tionale. Communist leaders are intoler- 
ant and will brook no divided loyalties, 
even with Zionism. Two opposing Jew- 
ish camps are engaged in mortal com- 


bat. 


The real purpose of current anti-Jew- 
ish activities by Moscow is, however, to 
woo the Arabs into the Soviet orbit. 
There are 400,000,000 followers of Is- 
lam, like a huge under belly, scattered 
along the far-extended Russian border 

.. across North Africa, the Near East, 
the Middle Fast and the Far East, from 
Morocco on the Atlantic, to the Phiiip- 
pines in the Pacific. 


These people have for years stood 
like a dike, holding back the red tide. 
No Mohammedan countries are to be 
found behind the Iron Curtain. 


Moscow has succeeded among the 
Poles, Czechoslovaks, Hungarians, Bul- 
garians, Lithuanians, Latvians and oth- 
ers, but not among the Moslems. Why? 
The answer can be stated in one word, 
Islam, which addressed to Allah means 
“Thy will be done.” 


The Moslem, walking in the light that 
he possesses, puts far more effort into 
his religious devotions than the average 
Christian. Few Christians prostrate 
themselves three times a day in prayer. 


There are no atheists among the 
Arabs. This fact has so far kept inter- 
national Communism from making in- 
roads among them. No branches of the 
Communist Party have been so far es- 
tablished in Moslem areas. 
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Moscow has invented many schemes 
for attracting these people, but the anti- 
Zionist approach is something different. 





The Kremlin is no? sincere in its 
friendly gestures toward the Arabs. The 
men around Stalin do not have the wel- 
fare of these people at heart. In reality, 
they want to destroy Islam. They are 
even willing to appear anti-Semitic and 
make public examples of a few Jews 
who have turned traitors to Commun- 
ism, if this is the price that has to be 
paid. 


There are factors here that invite crit- 
ical analysis on the part of Americans 
who are capable of putting their wits to 
work. The parallel between our rela- 
tions with the Chinese a few years ago, 
and that of the Arabs today, is readily 
discerned. 


Chiang Kai-shek, then ruler of China, 
wished our friendship at any cost. But 
a nest of reds, operating inside the 
American State Department in col. 
laboration with Soviet Russia, tried to 
force Communism upon him. Korea is 
one of the tragic results. 


In like manner, our foreign policy to 
date has been such as to drive the Mos- 
lem world into Moscow’s embrace. 
Something needs to be done to restore 
the confidence that we have lost among 
these ancient people. 




















Not long ago in a speech at Princeton 
University, the Egyptian Ambassador to 
the United States said: “The people of 
the Near East are anxious to encourage 
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closer cooperation with the western 
democracies.” 


A friendly hand has been long ex- 
tended to the United States but we have 
not accepted it ... with the result that 
American influence is being liquidated 
in the Near East. Moscow believes the 
foreign policies of the United States 
Government to be chained to Zionism, 
and regards this as a propitious time to 
enter areas from which Communism has 
been heretofore excluded. 


And of course everybody knows that 
Russia has her eye on the great oil re- 
serves of the Near East, not to mention 
the chemical wealth of the Dead Sea. 


Will American failures in China be 
repeated in the Moslem world? 











Granted that: differences of religious 
belief exist between Christianity and 
Islam which can never be reconciled, I 
came home feeling that the two great 
systems should be encouraged to stand 
unitedly against their common foe — 
international, atheistic Communism. 


The Christian world owes a lasting 
debt of gratitude to Islam for standing 
like a wall against Communism during 
the last three decades. Otherwise the 
red tide would have broken through and 
covered vast sections of the earth’s sur- 
face which have so far remained com- 
paratively secure. 


The member of Congress who recent- 
ly said that “Islam is Christianity’s 
first line of defense,” was realistic. 
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HE EPISTLE to the Galatians was 

written by the Apostle Paul during 
his third visit to Corinth about 60 A. D. 
It is one of the four major epistles, su- 
perlatively characteristic of its Author. 
A strain of autobiography runs through 
its six chapters. 


The people of Galatia were a pecul- 
iar race of Celtic blood, semi-barbarous, 
fickle and superstitious. Judaism was 
accepted among them before Christian 
congregations were organized. When 
members began to relapse into Judaism, 
Paul became gravely concerned. The 
main purpose of the epistle was to call 
the backsliders back to grace. 


Had not the Galatian error been cor- 
rected, it would have worked havoc by 
spreading to other Christian areas. The 
Apostle therefore saw the necessity of 
dealing with a firm hand. 


Two lines of false teaching are refut- 
ed in his document: The first demanded 
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mingled faith and obedience to the law 
of Moses, as justification for the sinner’s 
salvation. And second, that the justified 
believer could attain perfection only by 
keeping the law. 


These twin delusions tended to take 
the responsibility for salvation and vic- 
torious living off Christ and place it 
upon the individual, negating the fact 
of grace — a perilous situation. 


The Epistle to the Galatians falls in- 
to three divisions: Chapters one and two 
set forth Paul’s authority for being in- 
dependent of other apostles; Chapters 
three and four record his defense of the 
Gospel; Chapters five and six state the 
believer’s position under grace. 


CHAPTERS ONE AND TWO 


There are no commendations, as 
found in the opening of other epistles. 


LFAVING the Near East by airplane, 
I found myself seated beside a 
State Department official from Wash. 
ington. We were soon comparing notes, 
having visited many of the same places, 
including the Arab refugee camps. | 
found that he shared my nausea. 


Before deplaning, he said: “Now, Mr. 
Dewey, when you get back to the States, 
are you going to give a truthful report 
to your audiences?” 


This was my answer: “I cannot be 
hired, mired, tired or fired. So when | 
return, I shall try, with a clear con- 
science, to give out the facts as I have 
observed them.” 


To which he replied: “I wish I could 
do that!” 





Paul starts with an abrupt exclamation 
of amazement that a perverted gospel 
should have so quickly gained accept- 
ance among the converts. Satan’s pur- 
pose was to corrupt, rather than des- 
troy the message of truth. The vehe- 
mence and abruptness of Paul’s lan- 
guage reflects the anguish of his heart. 


False teachers were even questioning 
the validity of his apostleship. This 
made necessary a personal defense, in 
which he explained that the apostolic 
office was given him “not of men, 
neither by any man, but by Jesus 
Christ.” He emphasized that his salva- 
tion and commission were not the re- 
sult of moral excellence or personal 
achievement, but God’s grace (Chapter 
1, verse 15). 


Paul’s message that salvation is by 
grace alone, without any merit on man’s 
part, had been questioned. The atoning 
death of Christ was said to be less 
than enough to cancel the sinner’s guilt. 
Circumcision and other legal ordinanc- 
es were pictured as necessary. God’s 
provision was incomplete and had to be 
supplemented by good works on man’s 
part. These false conceptions had to be 
removed. 


The Apostle pronounced a curse upon 
any one, even “an angel from heaven” 
who should preach “any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached.” The supernatural character 
of the message was affirmed. 


These opening chapters contain an 
inspiring personal testimony. After 
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meeting Christ on the road to Damas- 
cus, Paul testified briefly, and retired at 
once into the Arabian desert. “I confer- 
red not with flesh and blood,” nor did 
he go “up to Jerusalem to them who 
were apostles.” 


He had a great deal to unlearn, and 
wished to be taught alone, of the Spirit. 
As a Pharisee, he had been engulfed in 
the errors of legalistic Judaism. This 
background, however, served to give 
him an insight into the spiritual prob- 
lems of the Galatian congregations. 


An important Church council was an- 
nounced for Jerusalem some 14 years 
after his conversion and he was instruct- 
ed by “revelation” to attend. Before the 
public meeting, he explained privately 
to some of the Twelve Apostles, the mes- 
sage of grace which he was preaching 
and the effects produced. 


Paul wished to know what position 
they would take on the matter of Jewish 
ordinances, and to his satisfaction the 
leaders concurred with his teaching. 
There never was but one Gospel, and 
that of grace apart from works, but 
some did not see the doctrine clearly 
until Paul took his bold stand. 


Galatians 2:20 shows that before a 
sinner can enter into new life, he must 
put an end to the old by being “cruci- 
fied with Christ,” who was made sin and 
bore the curse for all sinners. Linked 
with Christ, the new born soul dies to 
the past and rises in newness of life. 


CHAPTERS THREE AND FOUR 


Paul addresses the recipients of his 
letter, not as brethren, but “foolish Ga- 
latians.” It is foolish for a child to ac- 
cept sinister suggestions of evil persons, 
instead of following sound counsel of 
good parents. 


How utterly foolish for the Galatian 
Churches to become “bewitched” by the 
false teachings of those who sought to 
add “the works of the law” to “the 
hearing of faith.” 


Salvation is dependent upon the re- 
ception ef the Holy Spirit. Membership 
in a particular church and attainment 
of moral conduct are possible apart 
from the Holy Spirit, but do not secure 
a righteousness acceptable to God or a 
title to heaven. 


The apostolic missive asks point 





blank: “This only would I learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith?” Then 
he chides them: “Are ye so foolish? 
Having begun in the Spirit, are ye now 
made perfect by the flesh?” 


Thereupon, the discussion swung 
back to father Abraham, who was him- 
self called through faith and not works. 
Accordingly all “which are of faith, the 
same are the children of Abraham.” 
This serves to lift salvation from the 
racial to spiritual levels. 


The law could only mirror one’s 
faults and create a desire for deliver- 
ance from them. It probed the con- 
science and made man conscious of his 
evil. 


As a “schoolmaster,” it served a use- 
ful purpose, paving the way for the Gos- 
pel of grace, but was impotent to do a 
supernatural work in the soul. Its real 
function was “doing,” not “believing” 
and no one has ever yet succeeded by 
human effort in doing the will of God 
perfectly. 


“The heir is under tutors and govern- 
ors until the time appointed of the fath- 
er.” Galatians 4:1-2. 


It was customary in families among 
the upper classes of Greece and Rome 
to guard their children from harm by 
placing each one in the care of a slave 
who acted as a tutor or “pedagogue” un- 
til maturity was reached. The law, with 
its restraints, sought to train and devel- 
op those who came under its influence 
during the period that preceded the 
coming of the Redeemer. 


To prove that “no man is justified by 
the law in the sight of God,” Paul 
quotes Habakkuk that “the just shall 
live by faith.” Justification is a free 
gift and cannot be earned by human ef- 
fort. 


According to Galatians 3:16, the Ab- 
rahamic promise of world redemption 
was to be fulfilled by only “one” of his 
offspring — to “his seed” (singular). 
“He saith not, And to seeds, as of many; 
but as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ.” 


The Saviour, on his human side, was 
a descendant of Abraham. Therefore 
only those in Christ are in reality chil- 
dren of Abraham and in position to en- 
joy covenant blessings. 
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CHAPTERS FIVE AND SIX 


Paul was careful to explain that the 
Gospel could profit the Galatians noth- 
ing if they sought justification by any 
means other than through Jesus Christ. 
In chapter four, he warned against re- 
turning to the “beggarly elements” of 
the world, thereby putting themselves 
back in bondage under the law. 


“Stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free.” 


The faithful Apostle reminded those 
who were demanding observance of the 
law in part as a means of salvation, that 
“whosoever shall offend in one point, he 
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is guilty of all.” Jesus Christ was the 
only One ever to keep the law perfectly. 
He did not commit a single sin during 
His years on earth. 


Being sinless, He could be the Sav- 
iour of sinners. All who put their trust 
in Him have “the hope of righteousness 


by faith.” 


Before closing, Paul wished to give 
his advanced spiritual teachings a prac- 
tical application, and this caused him 
to dwell at some length upon the Chris- 
tian’s walk. “This I say then, Walk in 
the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the 
lust of the flesh.” 


Among the first things the’ child 
learns is to walk, and he keeps on walk- 
ing all through life. Likewise, the Chris- 
tian life is one of growth, gradual de- 
velopment, daily progress, walking. 


PERSECUTED FOR CURING POLIO 





HEN THE book entitled “The Koch 

Treatment” was published in 1951, 
a section was devoted to the case of 
Mary Lou Barnes, of Columbus, Ohio 
— a 19-year-old Ohio State University 
sophomore who had been cured of polio 
several months earlier by the use of 
Koch’s Glyoxylide. 


Miss Barnes testified following her 
cure, that when taking down with polio 
she at first experienced what seemed to 
be a bad cold, accompanied by an “achy 
feeling” which seemed to “foreshadow 
a bout with the flu.”

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A contrast is drawn between those 
who “walk in the Spirit” and those who 
follow the “lust of the flesh.”

“God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” 


tion. Dispatches stated that the physi- 
cian who administered the treatment re- 
fused to permit his name to be used. 


In other words, he was observing the 
ethics of his profession, to a point of 
leaning over backwards! 


Not until some time later, against his 
wishes, was his identity disclosed — 
Harold J. Wilson, M. D., 4167 North 
High Street, Columbus, Ohio ... a 
former medical missionary to Ethiopia 
under the United Presbyterian board of 


foreign missions. 























Dr. Wilson immediately became a 
marked man by leaders of the medical 
profession. He has been, during these 
intervening months, subjected to a well- 
organized campaign of harassment and 
persecution. 


Finally, the local medical society, an 
affiliate of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, preferred charges against him 
for alleged “misconduct and improper 
conduct in the use of drugs without ther- 
apeutic value.” 


A date was set for his trial, looking 
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The Cross was a repellent thing and 
a frightening instrument of shame in 
ancient times. An odium rested upon it, 
comparable to a modern hangman’s gal- 
lows or the lethal chamber.

forward to denying him the future right 
to practice medicine. This necessitated 
hiring attorneys and seeking court ac- 
tion to restrain the persecutors. 


Hearings were held in the Common 
Pleas Court of Columbus, before Judge 
Dana F. Reynolds, on January 8, 1953. 
Dr. Wilson took the witness stand. 


When the attorney for the local Acad- 
emy of Medicine handed him a list of 
24 questions, he refused to answer on 
instructions of counsel, for the reason 
that they were not “pertinent, relevant 
01 material to the issue now before the 
court and they might subject me to pen- 
alties or forfeitures and to damages of 
my property right.” 

The persecutors immediately ordered 
his arrest on a contempt charge and had 
him taken to jail. He was released a 
short time later on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 


Observers have expressed the opinion 
that Dr. Wilson’s enemies over-reached 
themselves and strengthened his posi- 
tion, by demonstrating before the public 
that he is, in the truest sense, a martyr.

have been persecuted, the newspapers 
of Columbus are dealing fairly with Dr. 
Wilson. It has often happened that med- 
ical men marked for destruction, were 
unable to get their side before the pub- 
lic. 

They have been compelled to see 
themselves smeared and maligned and 
their professional reputations destroy- 
ed, with no adequate recourse for cor- 
recting the abuses. 

Ingenious methods were devised years 
ago for keeping suffering humanity in 
the dark regarding the beneficent ser- 
vices rendered by Koch, Lincoln, 
Hoxsey and others ... but at last there 
are indications that the light is break- 
ing.

KOCH TREATMENT HAS 
MANY BACKERS 


The Koch treatment — basis of a 
charge of unethical practice against a 
Columbus physician — has been a con- 
troversial subject since it was developed 
by a Detroit doctor more than 30 years 
ago. 


Reporting Saturday on the fiery his- 
tory of Glyoxylide, the drug used in the 
treatment, was Mrs. Edna Kaehele, 42 
W. 3rd Avenue, the author of the re- 
cently-published book, “Living with 


Cancer.” 


Mrs. Kaehele said she began a study 
of the treatment and its history after she 
received more than two dozen references 
of its “wonderful work” in letters sent 
to her since her book was published in 
September. 


Since that time, she said she has trav- 
eled to Detroit to talk with a physician- 
brother of the doctor who developed the 
drug, and to Nashville, Tennessee, to 
talk with patients who claim successful 
recovery due to the treatment. 
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Now, the Columbus writer hopes to 
go to Vancouver, British Columbia, to 
gather further information on the treat- 
ment which she says is “well accepted” 
in Canada. 


Mrs. Kaehele said the treatment was 
developed in Detroit in 1919 by Dr. 
William F. Koch after 10 years experi- 
menting and research. It has never been 
recognized, however, by the American 
Medical Association, she said. 


Having, failed to have his treatment 
accepted in professional circles in this 
country, Dr. Koch went to Brazil sever- 
al years ago. There, Mrs. Kaehele said, 
he is having a great deal of success in 
curing various diseases. 


Meanwhile, a board of interdenomi- 
national ministers is fostering the Koch 
treatment cause in this country by man- 
ufacturing the special serum in Detroit 
and making it available to those physi- 
cians who wish to administer it. The 
group is known as the Christian Medi- 
cal Research League. 


Mrs. Kaehele reported that despite 
constant opposition to the treatment 
from many circles, records fail to show 
one instance where it has been harmful. 


At the same time, she said, there are 
thousands of persons who through the 
years have recovered completely by re- 
ceiving the treatment. Because they have 
been individual cases, she explains, 

? 


their often-times “miraculous” recovery 
has not received proper recognition. 


Two Columbus women told The Dis- 
patch Saturday of their successful re- 
covery from cancer. They both credited 
the Koch treatment, although it was ad- 
ministered in different places and 23 
years apart. 

Proponents of the treatment cite its 
value in the relief of dozens of diseases, 
but point out a similar medical theory 
as being the basis for all its work. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Kaehele, the theory is 
this: 


Disease, regardless of its name or lo- 
cation, can only be eradicated by re- 
storation of “natural immunity” within 
the body. 

Therefore, the Koch oxidation cata- 
lysts are chemicals injected hypodermi- 
cally and serve in this manner: 


They help the body to restore its “na- 
tural immunity” and oxidize allergy 
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and cancer producing poisons, as well 
as infectious toxins, to harmless struc- 
tures, and thus correct the very cause of 
the disease. 


Mrs. Kaehele said that doctors favor- 
able to this treatment explain the pur- 
pose is not to destroy a disease tissue 
or even a germ, but rather to restore the 
normal function of the body to such a 
degree that disease toxins cannot re 
main there. 


By raising the resistance of the tissues 
against toxins, and allergies, they nul- 
lify the destructive action, she said. 


Through the Koch catalysts, Mrs. 
Kaehele said, the disease destruction 
action of oxidation goes on in whatever 
area of the body it is needed. They have 
no special affinity for certain types of 
tissue and are thus credited as bringing 
about a curative action to various dis- 
eases — including polio and tubercu- 
losis. 
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Academy of Medicine charges Dr. Har- 
old J. Wilson of 4167 N. High Street 
with urethical practices by using the 
Koch treatment, is tentatively set for 
February 22. 

Mrs. Kaehele, whose book on her 
experiences in “Living With Cancer” is 
in its second printing, has studied the 
disease and possible curative methods 
for over six years.

PATIENT RAPS 
INDICTMENT 
OF LOCAL DOCTOR 


Dr. Harold J. Wilson, accused of us- 
ing worthless drugs by the Columbus 
Academy of Medicine, was defended to- 
day by an Ohio State University asso- 
ciate professor. 


Dr. Florence Greenhoe Robbins, pro- 
fessor in the Department of Sociology 
since 1946, cited her own medical case 
history in support of Dr. Wilson: She 
was his patient. 


She wrote a letter telling of her ex- 
periences to Dr. Grant Graves, chair- 
man of a committee of doctors who in- 
vestigated Dr. Wilson. 


Dr. Wilson is charged specifically 
with use of Koch’s serum, or Gly- 
oxylide, and Lincoln’s Bacteriophage, 
in treatment of cancer, polio and a long 
list of other diseases. 


Dr. Robbins said she was supporting 
Dr. Wilson and “his strength of char- 
acter in resisting, at great personal risk 
in professional standing, the decisions 





of the Columbus Academy of Medicine 
and by implication those of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association.” In her letter 
she began: 


“The story behind this support is 
grim, but not unusual.” 


Five years ago she said she went to a 
“most noted Columbus surgeon” con- 
cerning a breast lump. She said he 
thought it associated with a uterine tu- 
mor and performed a hysterectomy. 


“The surgery was of excellent cal- 
iber,” the letter continued, “but the 
lump continued to be even more sore. 
Under his (the surgeon’s) reassurances, 
it was let alone for one year. 


“One day a horrible, twisting pain 
sent us to another surgeon of equal pro- 
fessional stature. His diagnosis was sub- 
stantiated by his immediate radical sur- 


gery. 
“When pressed then and since, he has 
said it had been let go far too long. 


“No one prosecuted the first eminent 
surgeon for his horrible mistake nor 
has anyone sought to ruin him profes- 
sionally, for it is recognized he gave his 
diagnosis conscientiously.” 


She said in the following years she 
had intermittent radiation treatment giv- 
en by top flight men in the field. There 
were two further surgical operations for 
cancer. 


“After the last surgery, in November, 
1951, there was almost constant radia- 
tion during January, February and part 
of March with about a month’s vaca- 
tion, then resumption of radiation dur- 
ing part of April and May,” she wrote. 


“At that point, we (my husband and 
I) decided to have done with surgery 
for the time at least. Accordingly, we 


went to New York to a group working 
with a nen-American Medical Associa- 
tion-sanctioned treatment. Since they 
had no associates in this area and equip- 
ment had to be constructed, we decided 
to use Dr. Wilson’s treatments in the in- 
terim. 


“A careful daily record was kept of 
the results. For purposes of clarity it 
should be stated I elected to take Koch 


and Lincoln treatments simultaneously. 
“Highlights are as follows: 


“1, Within 24 hours after the injec- 
tion all numbness which had been pres- 
ent in the right arm for four years was 
gone. 


“2. Within three days I was not only 
going to sleep readily for the first time 
in months, but slept all night and awoke 
by 6:30 a. m. ready to get up and get 
going. Getting up at all had previously 
been a trial. Likewise I no longer need- 
ed the usual two or three hours rest in 
the afternoon. 


“3. By the end of 10 days all arthri- 
tic pains and most joint soreness had 
disappeared and has not returned. This 
business of stiff joints, stiff neck had 
been an intermittent worry since child- 


hood. { 


“4. A miserable sinus condition was 
cleared up completely and has remain- 
ed absent. 


“5. At the end of three weeks, the bit- 
ter soreness in the chest area and arm 
pit were beginning to go. I went to both 
the surgeon and radiologist for check- 
ups. The radiologist seemed surprised 
and said I seemed in much better shape 
than he had expected. The surgeon ex- 
amined me several times, said he didn’t 
really believe surgery needed to be done 
at this time .. . I suggested waiting until 
fall, my quarter off. He agreed. 
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“6. I had been warned that I could 
expect rib pain because of deterioration 
induced by X-ray. Even that diminished 
to mere tenderness under the treatments. 


“In September, the equipment of 
which I have spoken arrived. Accord- 
ingly, I discontinued the Lincoln treat- 
ments and since the Koch treatment was 
based on similar conceptions, continued 
it in conjunction with the equipment. 


“7, This indictment (by the medical 
academy) calls Dr. Wilson’s treatments 
therapeutically worthless ones for which 
people pay hundreds of dollars. I have 
paid literally thousands for surgery and 
X-ray which could not contain the ma- 
lignancy. These men have done their 
very best, and we do not indict them. 
But for the treatments of Dr. Wilson 
one pays comparatively speaking, a pal- 
try $50 fora 12 weeks’ treatment of 
Koch, and the Lincoln amount in cost 
is less than half the cost of X-ray treat- 
ment. Your charge, therefore, is utterly 
silly. 


“8. And lastly, such swift upswings 
in general health are simply not trace- 
able to autohyposis. Even if they were, 
they would be highly desirable. Also, 
even if the benefits should prove transi- 
tory in nature, the phenomenon would 





OMEONE should present Walter Sim- 

mons, inspector investigator for the 
Food and Drug Administration, with a 
copy of Victor Hugo’s “Les Miserables” 
... and he should carefully read the re- 
cord of Javert, the police inspector who 
dogged Jean Valjean’s steps for 17 
years, trying to send him to prison.

It is not 
insignificant that Canada does not direct 
such censure at the Koch treatment nor 
is it insignificant that the Dow Chemi- 
cal Company replies affirmatively con- 
cerning its therapeutic properties. 


“When reputable doctors make such 
horrible mistakes, why center persecu- 
tion on a man whose character is above 
reproach, who tries to hoodwink no 
one? 


“The ‘wonder’ drugs help some peo- 
ple, not others. So it is with Koch. Like- 
wise it is not a cure-all. It is but one 
more weapon in the fight on disease.” 


Dr. Robbins, formerly a high school 
teacher in Michigan and Ohio, earned 
her master’s degree in 1936 at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. She lives with her 


family at 56 Oakland Park Avenue.

Where groups of preachers and doctors,

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cussions, he is always present taking 
copious notes.

But he 
that sinneth against me wrongeth his 
own soul: all they that hate me love 
death.” (Proverbs 8:33-36) 




















LE US FACE the words, “But he that 

sinneth against me wrongeth his own 
soul.”” Modern man’s greatest loss is the 
fact that he no longer possesseth moral 


and spiritual capacity for understand- | 


ing the awfulness of sin. This is the seat 
of most of his troubles, the source of 
the infection that makes him soul sick. 
His moral sensibilities are calloused. 


My object is to confront each one of 
you with the shocking truth abou! sin 
truth from the Word of God. 


Our own conceptions will not suffice. 
because too many times the conscience 
is seared as with a hot iron. Our stand- 
ards of what is right or wrong are too 
low. There is one siandard, one rule, 
one guide, one light, one way, one plan. 
This the Scriptures make clear. Only in 
them do we obtain a right perspective 
of life and death and the consequences 
of sin. They speak with authority on 
the subject of morals. 


Sin is universal for “all have sinned. 
and come short of the glory of God.” 
There is no escaping this fact. Whe‘her 
we go to the frozen north or to the sun- 
ny south, sin is present. It occupies the 
throne in human affairs because Satan 
is the god of this world. Sin is his azen- 
cy for keeping men in subjection. 


I was interested to have my attention 
called to the fact that the word “sin” 
occurs in the middle of the word “busi- 
ness.” [ had never noticed it before. This 
illustrates that sin is everywhere. not 
only in business, but in society, in the 
home and in the hearts of men and wom- 
en. The hiss of the serpent can be heard 
when you pronounce it — sssin! 


First I call your attention to the fact | 


that 
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SIN IS REAL 


In recent years, a false concept of 
sin has fashioned itself in the think:ng 
of great masses of people. We hear its 
existence being denied. We are told that 
it is merely an attitude of mind, a fig- 
ment of the imagination, a mental ail 
ment to be treated, the expression of 
traits inherited from tre animal king- 
doms in the evolutionary process. 


If we cannot settle this point in a sat- 
isfactory manner, as to the reality of 
sin, then the remainder of my sermon 
will be of little value. It would be fool- 
ish to claim your time to talk about an 
imaginary thing. | am preaching about 
something that is terribly real and far 
more shocking than many realize. Noth- 
ing short of the operation of tre Holy 
Spirit can bring men to understand the 
appalling nature of sin. 

The question arises —how do we 
look upon sin? Do we consider it ima- 
einary or definite, illus‘onary or actual, 
hypothetical or tangible? The whole re- 
demptive scheme, as it focuses in Christ 
Jesus. is based upon the certainty of sin. 
God’s Word teaches that sin is a fearful 
fact. “If we say that we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and t-e truth is not 
in-us” Such is the standard of highest 
authority. Those who deny its reality 
are se f-deccived. The effects of sin are 
al about us. Can there be an effect with- 
out a cause? When I see the effects of 
sin on every side, | know that it is not a 
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joke, to be taken with lightness or in 
levity. 


The heart-break that accompanies 
confession of sin on the part of those 
who accept Christ, brings its awful 
character to light. Some have courage 
to confess “I have sinned,” and they are 
to be commended. They want the chains 
broken, having come to understand the 
hideousness of the power that bound 
them. 


I can have more respect for those 
who are willing to admit their sinful 
state and need of forgiveness, than for 
self-righteous people who, like the 
Pharisees of old, assume a superior at- 
titude. 


David said: “I have sinned.” Job 
said: “I have sinned.” The prodigal son 
returned to his father’s house with the 
cen‘ession upon his lips: “I have sin- 
ned.” 


Sin confessed is an admission of its 
dreadful reality on the part of the one 
confessing. The sinner doesn’t need a 
psychiatrist. He needs a Saviour. 


The supreme proof of the reality of 
sin is found in the Cross of Christ. If 
sin is not real, why was this tremendous 
sacrifice necessary? Over and over, the 
Scriptures emphasize that “Christ died 
for our sins.” His dying agony was 
meaningless if sin is unreal. Why Geth- 
semane? Why the crown of thorns? 
Why the Judgment hall? 


Years ago Gladstone said: “One of 
the sad and significant things in these 
days, is the decline of the sense of sin.” 


Any system of religion that minimiz- 


| es the sordid nature of sin or seeks to 


| excuse it in the sinner, is dangerous and 


unfit for human consumption. This is 
not a time for soft words and broad 
speakine, but rather for pointed preach- 
ing and thunderous warnings against 
the thing that destroys men’s souls. 


While medical science has made great 
strides by recognizing the danger of un- 
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cleanness and the need of antiseptic 
treatment, a trend in the opposite dir- 
ection is evident on the moral level. 
Moral uncleanness is less dreaded, and 
indeed tolerated, and even taught to be 
commendable in some forms. 





Medical science furnishes a striking 
analogy in this regard. The United 
States ambassador to England, in a 
laudatory speech given at a banquet in 
honor of Lord Lister, said: “My Lord, 
it is not a profession, it is not a nation; 
it is humanity itself with uncovered 
head that salutes you.” And what had 
Lister done? He, a medical man, had 
demonstrated as no other before him, 
the deadliness of dirt and the way to be 
clean. 


“Sepsis” is poisonous dirt, and an an- 
tiseptic is something to remove or des- 
troy its presence and effects. Lister’s 
greatness, that brought him vast honors, 
was in introducing what is known as 
antiseptics, which in surgery is attended 
by such signal results. He was made 
great by showing how to clean up scien- 
tifically. 


The operating room is the place of 
all places where exact, scrupulous care 
must be exercised in all things. The ser- 
ious character of dirt must be fully re- 
cognized. If this is true in the physical 
realm, how much more important it is 
im the spiritual! 


Next, I want you to note that 


SIN IS REPULSIVE 


The ugliest thing in all the universe 
is sin. It is ugly because deceitful in 
character. “But exhort one another 
daily, while it is called To day; lest 
any of you be hardened through the de- 
ceitfulness of sin.” (Hebrews 3:13) 
“That ye put off concerning the former 
conversation the old man, which is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful lusts.” 
(Ephesians 4:22) 


There are many similar passages. All 
this talk about the dignity of human na- 
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ture is foolishness, in the light of the 
curse of sin under which it struggles. 


Some years ago a young preacher de- 
livered a sermon on the text, “The heart 
is deceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked: who can know it?” 
(Jeremiah 17:9) 


He asserted that the heart of man is 
more deceitful than the devil. Because 
the Word says the heart is deceitful 
above all things, therefore it is more de- 
ceitful than the devil. 


Sin offers advantages but fails to sub- 
stantiate them. It gives pleasure, tickles 
the fancy, pleases, delights, but only for 
a season — then the awful results, the 
awful nightmare. The sinner awakens 
to find that sin deceived him. 


We must also keep in mind that 


SIN IS REBELLION 


I am not dealing with sin in the ab- 
stract but in the concrete, in the lang- 
uage understood by all because it is the 
language of experience. Sin is rebellion 
against God, against His kingdom, 
against His law and against everything 
that centers in His holiness. 


“Sin is the transgression of the law.” 
(I John 3:4) It is the transgression of 
a just law, a God given law, a moral 
law, either by doing what it forbids ... 
or by not doing what it commands. 


The world is full of human govern- 
ments. Is it strange that law and order 
should exist in the moral realm? God 
has a system of government and sin is 
treason against it. 


Men who violate the laws of earthly 
governments pay for their crimes. In 
like manner, “The wages of sin is 
death.” Sin carries a penalty. It de- 
mands wages. Judgment must fall, eith- 
er upon the sinner or the sinner’s Sub- 
stitute. 
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Christ is judged for as many as ac. 


cept Him as Saviour. Otherwise the 
sinner remains convicted before God as 
a rebel. This is the position of every in. 
dividual. There is no alternative. 


Whether men like to think of them. 
selves as rebels or not, by the nature of 
the case, there is rebellion in their 
hearts. They are in a position where 
things must be made right and _ their 
treasonable attitude reversed. This can 
be accomplished only through Christ. 


It is also a fact that 


SIN IS RUINOUS 


Who can deny this? Some have at- 
tempted to do so. Several years ago, Sir 
Oliver Lodge made the statement that 
the higher man of today need not wor- 
ry about his sins. But it is time that the 
“higher-ups” were thinking about their 
sins and the evil consequences of them. 
“All have sinned.” There are no excep- 
tions and no valid excuses. 


Every portion of nature and human 
nature has felt its ruinous effects. Its 
blighting influence has covered all cre- 
ation. “For we know that the whole cre- 
ation groaneth and travaileth in pain 
together until now.” 


Sin separates from God, sin binds 
and brings into the worst kind of bond- 
age. “Then when lust hath conceived, it 
bringeth forth sin: and sin, when it is 
finished, bringeth forth death.” Thus we 
have the whole story as revealed to us, 
namely, lust, sin, death. No sin is small. 
It is against an infinite God and the con- 
sequences are immeasurable. No grain 
of sand is small in the mechanism of a 
watch. 


The Word is clear that “Your sin 
will find you out.” (Numbers 32:23) 
Dr. Torrey analyzes this passage in the 
following manner: “Be sure your sins 
will find you out in your conscience, in 
the execution of human laws, in your 
body, in the bodies of your offspring 
and in eternity.” 
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Infinite wrath is kindled against sin. 
Man therefore places his will in paral- 
lel with God’s will when he desires its 
destruction. Sin is rebuked throughout 
the Bible. Instead of winking at sin, 
God condemns it. 


Another thing emphasized in Scrip- 
ture is the fact that 


SIN IS RECORDED 


We read in the Word about books 
and they are not imaginary. Some day 
every one of us will face the record, 
whether at the Judgment Seat of Christ 
for rewards, or at the Judgment Bar of 
God in the final assize. “It is appointed 

unto men once to die, but after this the 
judgment.” (Hebrews 9:27) These are 
two appointments which cannot be evad- 


Jeremiah wrote: “The sin of Judah 
is written with a pen of iron, and with 
the point of a diamond: it is graven up- 
on the table of their heart.” Possibly 
you may have wondered why you can- 
not forget your sins. The reason is, “It 
is graven upon the table of (your) 
heart,” even as a diamond is used on 
the window pane. 


Nothing committed contrary to the 
will of God is overlooked. The sinner’s 
record will be faced, unless washed 
away in the blood of the lamb. 


In conclusion, may I remind you that 


SIN IS REMEDIAL 


Sin is remedial in the sense that a 
sinner may be forgiven. Isaiah, record- 
ing the voice from above wrote: “I, 
even I, am he that blotteth out thy trans- 
gressions for mine own sake, and will 
not remember thy sins.” (Isaiah 43:25) 


“The Gospel,” remarked Napoleon in 
one of his conversations at St. Helena, 
“will never lose its power over men, be- 
cause it provides for the remission of 
sins.” Because he saw this, would seem 
to argue that the greatest military gen- 
ius of all time had a conscience not 
hardened into stone. There is a way out, 
and that way, is by the way of the Cross. 


In his journal of missionary travel, 
Dr. Clark relates an interesting exper- 
ience. He tells of sitting in a humble 
tent in India and hearing the songs of 
a group of coolies who once comprised 
a band of cutthroats and murderers — 
but who had been marvelously redeem- 
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The chief of the band had been pur- 
chased by a missionary, on the theory 
that he might be able to reach him with 
the Gospel. One day this man heard the 
missionary tell how the blood of Christ 
could cleanse a sinner. 

He asked: “Could He cleanse a mur- 
derer?” “Yes,” said the missionary. 
“But if he killed five men, yes, ten, even 
thirty?” “Yes,” came the answer from 
the missionary. “Then,” said the mur- 
derer, “I am that man.” He was shown 
that the blood of Christ availed for 
him ... and he was wonderously saved, 
to become the leader of a band of coolie 
soul winners. 
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Ec IS WONDERFUL to be a believer 

in the Lord Jesus Christ and I am 
exceedingly thankful that God has gra- 
ciously led me to saving faith in Christ. 
In the Bible, the Word of God, the 
Lord has promised that anyone who be- 
lieves in His only begotten Son, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, has been forgiven 
his sin and its consequences, has been 
given eternal life and has entered for- 
ever into the kingdom of God. 


God has done this for me entirely of 
His own gracious kindness, in spite of 
the fact that I am, of course, unworthy 
as is every other person. 


I have found by experience that God 
does give joy, peace of mind, and ab- 
solute assurance for the future. It is 
not given to us to see into the future 
except as it is revealed in the Bible 
and therefore, as a Christian, I am 
dependent on God and with all other 
believers have absolute confidence that 
God goes with me and will not fail me 
nor forsake me. Anyone who has this 
confidence can face the future without 
fear, worry or doubt. Certainly, I have 
every reason to be thankful to God. 


The blessings which I have received, 
and certainly shall receive from God, 
are available to anyone who will trust 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. I have ob- 
served that to most people the Gospel 
of Christ appears to be foolish and 
while they understand what the words 
mean in a purely intellectual sense, 
they do not apply these words to them- 
selves. It is a sad thing to see people 
defiantly reject the mercy of God when 
they could experience all the joy of 
salvation. 
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I hope that some who read this will 
understand that my experience has been 
real. It is not philosophy; it is mot 
fatalism; it is nothing but taking at 
His word the omnipotent Ged who coa- 
trols in all details everything in the 
universe, and who loves to do good 
things for men in spite of their enmity 
against Him.

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THE PRESIDENT’S PRAYER 
THE PRAYER offered by Mr. Eisen- 


hower as a prelude to his inaugura- 
tion address immediately became a sub- 
ject of editorial discussion wherever 
newspapers and magazines are publish- 
ed. It took the public by surprise. The 
reaction, on the whole, was favorable. 


American Christians were heartened 
by the sight of a Chief Executive being 
ushered into office with a prayer on his 
lips — at a time when the powers of 
organized atheism are bombarding 
Christianity throughout the world. 


The spiritual sensibilities of whole 
nations have been deadened under the 
benumbing effect of atheistic propagan- 
da. Atheism is the official religion of 
iron curtain countries. 


There is in the United States an or- 
ganization called the Freethinkers As- 
sociation of America, composed of athe- 
ists, agnostics and rationalists. Its lead- 
er has issued a statement complaining 
that the prayer was “wholly uncalled 
for,” “a vulgar display” and an “undig- 
nified performance.”

Haste of composition may account for

true prayer. His use of the word “race,” 
an obvious sop to the National Confer-

ence of Christians and Jews, was ob- 
jectionable. But more defective is the 
fact that the divine Saviour was ignor- 
ed in its text. 


Too many prayers offered at large 
secular gatherings are not prayers at 
all! They are instead mere harangues to 
the populace.

THE NEW BLASPHEMOUS 
BIBLE 


I DO NOT CREDIT the revisers who 
are trying to give us a mutilated 
“Bible” (the American Revised Ver- 
sion) with being sincere. I think, in the 
words of II Peter 3:5, they are “willing- 
ly ignorant,” deliberate skeptics moti- 
vated by personal resentment for divine 
inspiration, unbelievers hypocritically 
garbed in the livery of the pulpit. 


These are strong words, but under- 
standable in the light of such apostolic 
warnings as Acts 20:29, II Peter 2:1, 
Ephesians 6:12 and II Thessalonians 


223. 


One of the first things that catches 
your eye in this so-called translation is 
that the copyright is held by the Nation- 
al (Federal) Council of Churches. If 
you understand copyright laws, you will 
readily see that anyone using this 
“Bible” in Sunday School Quarterly, 
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pulpit or any other way, will be paying 
a royalty to the modernistic National 
Council of Churches. 


Under copyright law, they could sue 
anyone at any time for using portions 
of it in printed matter. We have come 
to an hour when a church Council has 
control of a Bible translation, and any- 
one using it pays tribute to said Coun- 
cil! 


In looking over the Old Testament re- 
vision we note that forty per cent is 
written in poetic style, even prophecies 
of God given to Isaiah and Jeremiah. 
This leaves the impression that it was 
not God speaking, but rather a poet 
dreaming. 


In Isaiah 7:14, that all-important 
verse concerning Christ’s virgin birth 
has been changed from “Behold a vir- 
gin,” to “Behold a young woman shall 
conceive and bear a son.” 


This substitution of the word woman, 
in the place of virgin is an attempt to re- 
legate Christ to human birth, to destroy 


| faith in His divine nature, and put the 
| Son of God, on the same level with Mo- 





hammed, Buddha and Confucius. 


To further carry out this scheme, the 
revisers have Luke 2:33 reading: “And 
his father and his mother marveled at 
what was said about him.” The King 
James version renders it: “Joseph and 
his mother.” This is a subtle way for 
stating that Joseph was His physical fa- 
ther. 


Again in the new version, Luke 2:43, 
“His parents did not know it,” while 
the King James version reads: “Joseph 
and his mother knew not of it.” Then 
these modern translators, to further 
their theory of making Christ Jesus 
mere man, make the following com- 
ment in a footnote. “Other ancient au- 
thorities read, Joseph to whom was be- 
trothed the virgin Mary was the father 
of Jesus who is called Christ.” 


It is not strange, after reading these 


| changes in the new “Bible,” to under- 
| stand why men like Harry Emerson Fos- 


dick endorse it so highly. In a letter to 
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W. B. Barnhart, 1613 Swatara Street, 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania on January 
31, 1945, Fosdick said: “Of course I do 
not believe in the virgin birth or in that 
old-fashioned substitutionary doctrine 
of the atonement; and I do not know 
any intellegent Christian minister who 
does.” 


A further study of this new transla- 
tion reveals that they have deleted from 
the Lord’s Prayer, Matthew 6:13, the 
closing: “For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, for ever. 
Amen.” This is one of the most power- 
ful declarations of the entire Prayer. It 
proclaims His eternal kingship, His so- 
vereignty and shekinah glory. 


In the 16th chapter of Mark they 
have deleted verses 9 to 20 which wit- 
ness to His resurrection, to His com- 
mission to the Church and the signs 
which should follow His true disciples. 
These verses proclaim the power of His 
disciples to heal, to cast out demons and 
to be protected by God from deadly 
poison, that they would speak with a 
new tongue. 


These verses confirm His position on 
the right hand of the Father, and state 
clearly the true commission to the 
Church, not a social Gospel, but, “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that believ- 
eth and is baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be damned.” 
To me, these verses are the very com- 
mission to the Church of the living God. 
and only on their fulfillment has it a 
right to exist. 


A further study of this new version 
reveals they have deleted John 7:53 and 
John 8:1-11. These passages deal with 
the adulteress who was brought to Jesus 
with the challenge of the Scribes and 
Pharisees that she be stoned, accompan- 
ied by the beautiful scene of Christ writ- 
ing in the sand and the powerful com- 
mand, “Go, and sin no more.” 


This story has won many to Christ. 
It shows forth His compassion, His for- 
giveness and His all-sufficient grace 
that will reach down in the lowest 
depths of sin to redeem a life blighted 
by vice and shame. 


One of the avowed reasons for this 
translation was to make the Bible plain 
(so they say). We need not look far to 
see the fallacy of this affirmation. 


In the King James version, Jude 14 





reads clearly, “And Enoch also, the sev- 
enth from Adam, prophesied of these, 
saying, Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousands of His saints.” This blas- 
phemous version is supposed to make it 
plainer by saying, “Behold, the Lord 
came with His holy myriads.” The word 
“saints,” nearly everyone understands, 
but the word “holy myriads” will not 
be clear to one in fifty. 


I believe this denatured “Bible” came 
into existence as part of a sinister pro- 
gram, now completely organized behind 
the scenes, to put over a One World 
Church broad enough to take in all 
types of professed Christians and Jews 
— akin to the harlot system of the Apo- 
calypse. 


And this apostate plan is geared to 
the United Nations, with men like Secre- 
tary of State Dulles leading in both the 
political and ecclesiastical spheres of 
action. 


This is the trend, and the distinctive, 
supernatural factors of evangelical 
Christianity have to be sacrificed for it 
to succeed. The organizers require a 
devitalized “Bible.”

CRIME ON TELEVISION 


spams ting in a parent-teachers’ as- 
sociation, a revolt is on in Chicago, 


according to a report in The Christian 
Century of January 14, 1953. Here we 
quote: “We hope it spreads across the 
nation. It is a revolt against murder. 
Parents have taken up arms against 
the indoctrination of their children in 
murder and violence by television. 


Their first step was to get the facts. 
“So. working in relays, 30 sets of par- 
ents monitored the children’s daytime 
programs on the four Chicago TV sta- 
tions. Day by day adults watched with 
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growing horror what appeared on the 
screen. 


“‘When the week was over, their note- 
books showed that no less than 93 mur- 
ders had been fed to the children during 
the last week of 1952. During the first 
four days, including the day dedicated 
to the Christ-child, 77 murders were 
pictured. 


“The Chicago Daily News broke its 
story then on what the parents were 
finding, and the flow of gore began to 
diminish for the rest of the week. But at 
the end of the week, the score as printed 
by the News was 295 crimes of violence 
including the murders, in a total of 134 
children’s programs. In addition to 
the killings, the children saw 78 shoot- 
ings, nine kidnappings, nine robberies, 
44, gunfights, 33 sluggings, two knifings, 
three whiplashings, two poisonings, and 
two bombings. 


“The child audience on which this 
terror was unleashed ranged predom- 
inantly from preschool age through 
the first three grades. The greatest 
number of homicides were shown on 
Saturdays and Sundays, ‘when films 
of violence were shown almost con- 
tinuously from nine in the morning 
until the children’s bedtimes.’ The first 
result of the expose was a roar of 
angry confirmation from parents, teach- 
ers and pastors. What further will be 
done remains to be seen.”

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open parade ground. His lectures al- 
ways lasted from four to seven hours. 
They were given nothing to drink or 
eat during the lecture. They might get 
tired and cramped, sitting on their lit- 
tle stools, but they still had to strain to 
take notes. 


The rest of the week they would be 
discussing the lecture, when they would 
have to prove they had listened care- 
fully. The course was for the sole pur- 
pose of making them reliable Commun- 
ist Party members who could be trusted 
to remain loyal under any circum- 
stance. 


MURDER COMMITTED TO 
HARDEN MINDS 


Their study of “field work,” was not on 
the best methods of agriculture. They had 
practical experimentation on the value of 
labor by digging and farming in primi- 
tive manner. Their attitude towards labor 
was the most important aspect of this as- 
signment. They studied also the Com- 
munist press. 


Etched on the mind of Chi, was the 
agonized prayers to a Buddha who 
could not help, uttered by a dying wom- 
an. This happened in a “Field Exper- 
ience,” in a nearby village, where stu- 
dents were taken to study farm reform 
technique. A landowner’s wife sat on a 
platform or judgment table. Her hus- 
band had fled after the fall of Peiping. 
Over two hundred farmers, men and 
women were grouped around her. 


Different ones were asked how they 
had been treated by the landlord’s wife. 





Some spoke favorably of her. But oth- 
ers accused her of abusing them. The 
Party member with the students asked 
those who had suffered most to state 
their case. One woman told how she had 
lost her land because of the woman’s 
miserliness. 


The Party man accepted her testi- 
mony. He said it was no use to ask any- 
one else since what she had said was ap- 
parently true. They were asked to de- 
cide how to punish her. One suggested 
she divide her possessions. Another that 
she be stripped of her clothes. They a- 
greed she should be forced to disrobe. 


“It is very disgraceful for a woman 
to take off her clothes in public,” the 
frantic woman pleaded. The enraged 
mob rushed toward the woman because 
she did not take off her clothes immed- 
iately. A stone was thrown at her. 


Girl students sat with flushed faces 
at this indignity shown to another wom- 
an. Tears streamed down their faces. 
More stones were thrown, the woman 
was beaten and kicked, as the crowd yel- 
led and shouted about the sobbing wom- 
an. Soon her bleeding, broken body was 
limp and lifeless. 


When the mob dispersed, the students 
noticed a little child crying beside the 
dead woman. This was her daughter. 
One student suggested she be raised in 
a government orphanage. This however, 
they were told could not be done, since 
she was not considered as one of the 
people. She was the daughter of a land- 
owner. And so this little twelve-year old 
child became a beggar in Peiping. 


All of this was discussed next day in 
the school, as an ordinary laboratory 
experiment. The girl students who wept 
were accused of “warm-feelingism” or 
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sentimentality, of not knowing their 
friends from their enemies. They needed 
to be cured by self-criticism. 


SELF-CRITICISM AND 
PUBLIC CONFESSION 


“Idea training” in the university was 
a course which covered a personal in- 
vestigation into the views and attitudes 
of every member of the student body. 
This began with a subject called Idea 
Formation and Class Property. 


From the points given them they had 
to write a complete report on their own 
thoughts, after they had analyzed their 
own ideas on the subject. These reports 
were interpreted in the light of the 
Marxist-Leninist doctrine of historical 
materialism. They next had to give a 
complete written account of their fam- 
ily background. This the university au- 
thorities compared with the first report. 


After this, it was stated half of the 
students, about 4,000, were what the 
leaders termed “sinners,” because they 
had been brought up in capitalist so- 
ciety. Their minds must be washed 
clean of the wicked past. This could 
only be done through self-criticism in 
public confession. 


The perverted evangelism of Com- 
munism was making a bid for the stu- 
dent’s minds during this period. Many, 
tense and nervous, could not relax even 
in their sleep. Even here, they could not 
flee from care, because if they were rest- 
less and tossed in the night time, some 
observing student would ask, “What 
were you thinking last night? What 
kept you awake?” 


“Thought seduction” workers were 
employed also to ferret out the secrets 
of the minds of the students. If they 
failed to express an opinion in a group 
discussion, they were asked why. If they 
explained that no questions came to 
their minds, they were told to partici- 
pate in discussions, and exchange ideas 
with others. 


There was no escape from this psy- 
chological pressure. Repeating certain 
dogmas, over and over again, when in a 
confused state of weariness, produced 
a hypnotic influence over the mind. 


After this mental agony and mind 
reform Chi said they were given back 
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their reports and asked to rewrite them. 
This they were to do with the new per- 
spective attained through the self-criti- 
cism meetings, termed “thought conclu- 
sion.” Men and girls alike, broke down 
and wept under the terrific pressure. 
Some tried to escape by throwing them- 
selves into the quiet waters of Kwan 
Ming Lake near the Summer Palace. 
Some tried other methods of suicide. 


One student protested that this was 
not reform but a war of nerves intended 
to make him confess what he had not 
done. This was the same as “mopping 
away the truth, forcing one to do what 
he doesn’t want to do,” he declared. 


“The wearing down tactics used in 
learning and democratic discussions,” 
Edward Hunter says, “are carried over 
into every field of endeavor into which 
Communism extends, and _ it extends 
everywhere in China.” 


In raising money for Victory Bonds, 
for instance, the same method of pres- 
sure is used. A shopkeeper might be vis- 
ited by tax collectors, and asked for a 
certain amount of money. He may pro- 
test he has no money. This makes no 
difference. The tax collectors will stay 
and argue four or five hours. Their de- 
parture is a polite one. But they will be 
back again the next day. They do not 
force the shopkeeper. They only dis- 
cuss in a democratic way what he 
should do. This time they may stay six 
hours. They do not give up. Their next 
visit may be at three o'clock in the 
morning, when they bang loudly at his 
door, demanding an entrance. 


“It’s only us,” they courteously re- 
assure him. Again a democratic discus- 
sion occurs, until the mentally tortured 
shopkeeper signs a settlement. The tra- 
gic ending of many episodes like this 
is the sale of his property, and the flight 
of the man to become a guerilla in the 
hills, or if more fortunate an escape to 
Hong Kong. 


Others, however, frustrated by this 
crazy way of living, decide there is no 
use to live. A missionary from China, 
told me that another missionary he 
knew reported daily dead bodies float- 
ing down the river past his station. Peo- 
ple taxed, when they had no money to 
pay the demands, could not face it. An- 
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other missionary wrote of mass suicides 
of people who threw themeelves on the 
railroad tracks, because they could not 
pay the heavy taxes demanded of them. 


Every psychological pressure is ex- 
erted to break down the faith of the peo- 
ple in Christianity. A false happiness, 
and synthetic system of ethics is substi- 
tuted for the joy of the Lord, and for 
the Gospel of Christ. 


COUNTERFEITING CHRISTIAN 
METHODS 


This Communistic ideology is most 
thoroughly taught in the schools. No 
man can be accepted as a teacher who 
is a “personal-doctrine man,” in other 
words, an individualist. They were told 
they must agree with Mao. 


“Mao-Tse-tung’s_ principles,” they 
were instructed, “are the only ones that 
can bring about China’s reconstruc- 
tion.” One teacher who asked some 
questions which were out of order in 
the discussion group of the faculty, was 
what they term “evaporated.” He was 
taken by soldiers, and never seen again. 


The teachers also had to participate 
in self-criticism meetings. They studied 
the topic of country and politics. Ho, a 
teacher to whom Hunter talked, said 
it became evident the Communists op- 
posed in principle, the idea of individ- 
ual countries and were breaking that 
thought down in their ideology. 


“They were urging patriotism, inde- 
pendence, and nationalism only as ex- 
pedients; actually they were aiming at 
internationalism. What they meant by 
this was brought out when Moscow was 
frankly named as the true center for all 
authority.” 


In “The Question of Thought,” a Chi- 
nese play, the Communists have com- 
piled all their political dogmas in one 
piece of propaganda. This play shows 
the quack psychiatry, and trick evangel- 
ism used by the Communists in the pro- 
cess of indoctrination. They show the 
“conversion of the sinner,” to the true 
faith, Marxism-Stalinism, when he im- 
bibes the spirit of Lenin.

They have their own hell, for those 
who do not respond to the call of Com- 
munism.

And yet we know that even here a pro- 
cess of “mind-changing” is going on in 
a subtle way through the medium of the 
radio, the press, and literature. Lies and 
half-truths have been fed to the people 
until many are bewildered. We see this 
“evil thought” fixing itself in the minds 
of many people in our own nation. 


What can we do about it? How can 
we be prepared? For the Christian, 
there is only one solid, safe and sure 
way. That is to be so rooted and ground- 
ed in the Lord Jesus Christ, that he will 
not be moved by anything. We need to 
read our Bibles, until the Word is writ- 
ten indelibly upon our hearts.

It is a pity 
that such a feeling is conveyed, as if 
whole-hearted cooperation with the 
Holy Spirit suggested wild fire and 
fanaticism. There are some circles so 
frigid that only the burning, consum- 
ing power of the Holy Spirit could be 
expected to create a thaw. 


“Baptismal Power” does not infer a 
movement but an experience — an ex- 
perience that every Christian believer 
should either possess or be seeking to 
possess. 


If the power and presence of the Holy 
Spirit was necessary at Creation 
(Genesis 1:2) in preparation for God’s 
handiwork; if the Holy Scriptures came 
into being through the moving of men 
by the Holy Spirit (II Peter 1:21) and 
men of old were moved to do exploits 
for God by the Holy Spirit (Judges 
6:34, 15:14); 


If the power and presence of the 
Holy Spirit was essential for John the 
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Baptist, even from his mother’s womb 
(Luke 1:15); if the Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself was equipped for His great 
ministry by being filled with the Holy 
Spirit (Matthew 3:16, Luke 4:1), and 
told His disciples to tarry for the 
promise of the Father (Luke 24:49) 
Who would send the Holy Spirit to 
work in their lives (John 14:26) ; 


If the New Testament disciples in 
action were “All filled with the Holy 
Spirit” (Acts 2:4) and Peter, under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit said, 
“and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Spirit” (Acts 2:38) and if this 
same Spirit raised up Christ from the 
dead (Romans 8:11) and if the be- 
liever’s spiritual battle of life is “Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my spir- 
it, saith the Lord” (Zachariah 4:6) ; 


Then why is any member of the 
church of any denomination foolish 
enough to think they can do without the 
power and presence of this same Holy 
Spirit today? 


The Bible gives a complete biography 
of the Holy Spirit. The record shows 
that He possesses three qualities of per- 
sonality.

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HE COMMERCIAL WORTH of a 

sparrow may be mathematically 
calculated by a comparison of two 
statements by the Galilean Teacher: 
“Are not two sparrows sold for a far- 
thing?” and “Are not five sparrows 
sold for two farthings?” 


At the rate of two sparrows for a 
farthing, two farthings would buy four 
sparrows, but that amount actually 
bought five. That is, to induce a double 
purchase, the dealer put the fifth spar- 
row in free. It was so insignificant in 
value as not to be worth considering. 
Every fifth sparrow was worthless in 
the food markets of the Holy Land in 
the time of our Lord. That was the 
worth of a sparrow. 


And by other estimations, a sparrow 
is worse than worthless. Consider his 
looks and ways; his color is a dull, al- 
most unbroken sameness, his movement 
a short, ungraceful hop. He lives in the 
smoke and grime, and is not ashamed 
to eat from the garbage pile. 


I never saw a sparrow take a bath. 
He perks up his shoulders in proud 
impertinence, and is full of self-impor- 
tance. He is a usurper, driving other 
birds from their homes and taking pos- 
session himself. His nest has no artistic 
attractiveness, being only a great awk- 
ward pile, and he hath no regard as to 
where he litters up clean places with it. 


He even has no regard for sacred 
places, for David spoke of him building 
his clutter of a home at the altar in the 
house of God in Jerusalem. He is so 
unsocial that the only other place the 
Scriptures speak of him, aside from 
the Master’s use of him for illustration, 
is another allusion of David to him, 
in which the royal penman in his ad- 
versity and loneliness compared himself 
to “a sparrow alone upon the housetop.” 


This Psalm shows the bird’s unsocial 
life to be such that not only do other 
birds refuse him companionship, but 
each sparrow has to be much alone, be- 
cause shunned by even his own kind. 
His song, if it be worthy of the name, 
is just one short, unmusical note, by 
which he ingloriously proclaims his 
worthlessness, saying, “Cheap, Cheap.” 


In short, in addition to being worth- 
less in every fifth count in the market, 
he is also even worse than worthless by 
being such a general nuisance. And if 
he correctly bears his name of “English 
sparrow,” we wish that the Britons, if 


they could not have sent us some sky- 
larks or nightingales, might have kept 
their sparrows on their own side of the 
ocean, for they are such a nuisance to 
us that every boy who fells them with 
his gun is considered a public bene- 
factor. That is still the worth of a 
sparrow in human estimation. 


The other day I saw a little bird lying 
still and cold on the pavement of our 
town, and I said to myself, “I barely 
missed seeing God, for He has just 
been here to a funeral.” For this is the 
bird that the Master saw fit to use for 
illustration to enforce upon the disciples 
the sacred and precious lesson of trust, 
when He said that not a sparrow falls to 
the ground unnoticed by the all-seeing 
Eye, and that not one of them is for- 
gotten before God. Since the Father 
cares for such as these, it is not strange 
that the Teacher said, “Fear not, you 
are more valuable than many _ spar- 
rows.” 


A sparrow weighs about two ounces, 
or 16,000 to a ton, or wagonload, and 
such a pile can be gathered in almost 
any small community, millions of tons 
of them in the nation, and yet each one 
a creature of divine notice! 


Consider one little bird of all this 
vast number: God is so interested in 
that mere mite of life that every one 
gathered to make that wagonload was 
noticed sympathetically when it died. 
That is the worth of a sparrow before 
God, which was the Saviour’s illustra- 
tion for trust in the Father’s care for 
us human sparrows. 


He said, “Fear not, therefore: you 
are of more value than (not just one, 
but) many sparrows.” Multiply the 
infinite care of the Creator and Ruler 
of the universe by the word “many,” 
and you have some conception of His 
care for you. Since He feeds them, and 
clothes them with such warmth and 
attention, and garbs the transitory grass 
and flowers with more beauty than 
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He not “much more” feed and clothe 
us, O people of “little faith?” 


The sparrow was a fit illustration, 
not only because it is so insignificant 
and despicable, but also because of the 
wonders in its little form, as in ours. 


Consider some of these marvels as 
you hold it in your hand, and ponder 
the depth of wisdom and the transcend- 
ing mysteries bound up in so small a 
piece: In the leverage of its wings we 
see the laws of mechanics; in its flying, 
the laws of physics, in that a body heav- 
ier than air can yet overcome gravity 
and not fall while alive; there is much 
to arrest attention in its anatomy and 
physiology as in the highest forms of 
life. 


As we consider its place in the vital 
scale, we have before us all the concerns 
of biology; in its distribution over the 
earth, the lessons of physical geog- 
raphy; in its first appearance in the 
orders of life we find a lesson in paleon- 
tology; in the analysis and synthesis of 
its body we see the profoundest depths 
of chemistry and the awful mystery of 
life; and when we consider the sym- 
metry of its form we have an example 
of aesthetic values. 


So although a boy may shoot it and 
throw it to the cats, its little body still 
contains the wisdom of heaven and the 
sciences of earth; and since a little 
being so impertinent and so great a 
nuisance can be so properly used to 
illustrate divine fatherly care, we may 
well take heart and hope on. 


The Son taught the disciples to con- 
sider the sparrows, so we consider some 
of God’s human sparrows, for whom He 
cared: A crying boy left to die, when 
Hagar threw her son Ishmael, rejected 
as his father’s heir of promise, under 
the scant shade of a bush in the hot, 
sandy desert land, yet saved when she 
was shown a well of water to furnish a 
saving drink. 


A baby under sentence of death cry- 
ing in his improvised cradle at the Nile 
river, saved to be a great deliverer; a 
runaway cheater sleeping under the 
stars, honored to become an ancestor of 
the Saviour; a runaway prophet saved 
from being food for a fish; Elijah fed 
by birds; a denying apostle still called a 
disciple in the words “and Peter.” 


All these and countless more bespeak 
the divine care for human sparrows. 


A sparrow steals and kills, but God 
feeds him while alive and goes to his 
funeral when he dies; so if I cannot be 
a spotless saint, let me be just one of 
His little dirty sparrows, for then | 
know He will care for me, living and 
dying, and remember me afterward in 
mercy, as He did while I lived.

Dr. Clarence H. Benson of. Chicago, 
General Secretary of the organization, 
visited the Defender mission field of 
the West Indies, in January.

Dr. Benson comes from three gen- 


erations of ministers and missionaries. 
His great grandfather and grandfather 
were rugged Moravian missionaries 
among the Cherokee Indians. His father, 
a Presbyterian minister, established 12 
churches, erected four buildings and 
sent 16 young men into the ministry, 
including his son. 


His mother was a woman of excep- 
tional accomplishments who obtained 
recognition as a teacher of the sciences. 
Her knowledge of astronomy inspired 
him to major in this subject at the 
University of Minnesota and later pre- 
pare two scientific volumes, “Immen- 
sity” and “The Earth, the Theater of the 
Universe.” These books have been trans- 
lated into several languages. He also 
served for a time as a missionary in 
Japan. 


Dr. Benson’s greatest accomplishment 
was the founding of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association in 1930, 
which has had a unifying effect upon 








schools sharing similar objectives. It | 


has contributed to lifting educational

standards, at the same time providing 
a rallying point of mutual cooperation 
for fundamental Christian educators. 


Because modern Liberalism, a nega- 
tive force devoted to destroying the 
ingredients of the holy Faith, has laid 
so much emphasis upon religious edu- 
cation and neglected evangelism, con- 
servative schools have often gone to 
the opposite extreme and omitted essen- 
tial subjects from their Curricula. 


Dr. Benson believes in a system of 
education predominantly Christian but 
vitally related to evangelism. Motivated 
by this vision, he became the moving 
spirit in launching the new program 
more than two decades ago. The De- 
fenders organization, in its missionary 
educational aspect, maintains a similar 
attitude. 


From a charter membership of six, 
the Association has grown to 174 co- 
operating schools and has already is- 
sued 18,799 diplomas and 77,198 cer- 
tificates of credit. Its supreme purpose 
has been to provide institutional train- 
ing for Christian teachers, which would 
compare favorably with the preparation 
required by various states for public 
school teachers. 


Many graduates from Christian in- 
stitutions in the United States. later 


went out as missionaries to foreign 
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fields where they found an urgent need 
for teacher training. This led to a re- 
quest that the Association manuals be 
made available in languages other than 
English — including Spanish as used 
by the Defenders in Puerto Rico. 


Everyone of the more than 200 wor- 
ship centers so far established by the 
Defenders of the Christian Faith in the 
West Indies, has a Sunday School. A 
strong bid is made for the children and 
young people of every community 
served. Most of these Churches and 
Chapels are presided over by Seminary 
students and graduates. 


It often happens that a single grad- 
uate, doing missionary work in the in- 
terior, finds himself responsible for a 
half dozen or more centers, assisted by 
native converts whom he gradually 
trains to preside at meetings in his 
absence. He, like the circuit rider during 
western pioneer days, visits each preach- 
ing point according to regular schedule. 


The value of ETTA courses, taken by 
Seminary students clothed with duties 
like those described above, is at once 
evident. Teaching and Sunday School 
organizing occupies a large place in 
the program, and the methods evolved 
by Dr. Benson and his associates, find 
ready application. 


Both faculty members and _ students 
have come to place a high estimate upon 
the courses because they are constructed 
in a way to combine the theoretical with 
the practical. Methods are presented 
for translating Bible knowledge into 
action. 


On the day that Dr. Benson concluded 
his mission to Puerto Rico, Superin- 
tendent J. F. Rodriguez dispatched the 
following air mail message to Wichita: 


“We lament the departure of the 
Bensons. They have been a great bless- 
ing to both the school and the churches. 
Puerto Rican Christians love and respect 
them. Dr. Benson is more than an edu- 
cator; he is a mighty preacher, mis- 
sionary leader with a passion for souls, 
and a pulpit statesman. We shall feel 
the effect of his untiring labors here 
for years to come.”

THIS ponderous tome is the first of its 

kind written, compiled and edited in 
30 years. Madelaine S. Miller and J. 
Lane Miller of Rye, New York were 
chosen to direct the task, because of the 
earlier success of their “Encyclopedia 


of Bible Life.” 


Six years were required to produce 
this monumental work. Ten trips were 
made to Bible lands assembling mater- 
ial, checking archaeological discoveries 
and taking pictures. 


The completed document contains 
800,000 words, 424 half-tone illustra- 
tions made from photographs, 107 line 
drawings and 16 pages of multi-colored 
maps. Harper’s describe it as “The only 
completely new, completely up-to-date 
volume of its kind.” 


No effort or expense was spared to 
secure the latest information in archae- 
ology, geography, chronology and re- 
lated fields. Greater use is made of 
tables, charts, diagrams and _ outlines 
than in earlier Bible dictionaries. In 
places, the compilers drew upon sources 
out of the past .. . “counting heavily on 
the resources accumulated through de- 
cades of Bible study and interpreta- 
tion.” 


There will be differences of opinion 
at some points, but this is to be expect- 
ed, considering the tremendous scope 
that such a book covers and the divers- 
ity of interests involved.

REJECTORS OF THE 
KINGDOM 


Matthew 21: 23-27: 33-46 











EMORY TEXT: “Fear not, little 


flock; for it is your Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom.” 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SON.” 


Four major events are portrayed in 
the chapter from which today’s lesson 
is taken: (1) the Triumphal Entry of 
Christ into Jerusalem, (2) the cleans- 
ing of the Temple of its money chang- 
ers, (3) the cursing of the barren Fig 
Tree and (4) a chain of three Parables. 


In the first we observe the inaugura- 
tion of Holy Week. Our Lord acknow- 
ledged His own kingship by accepting 
the applause of the populace and riding 
into the city on a beast, in fulfillment of 
Isaiah 62:11 and Zechariah 9:9 — an 
echo on earth of the verdict of heaven. 


In the second we find Christ challeng- 
ing the authority of the Sanhedrin, 
whose leaders were commercializing the 
sale of temple sacrifices, and making 
huge profits by changing the foreign 
coins of pilgrims into Jewish shekels. 


In the third we see Him cursing a fig 
tree covered with leaves but lacking in 
fruit — a false development of show 
and appearance with no reality of fruit- 
fulness. Figs and fig trees typify Jewry 
all through Scripture. This is a picture 
of Christ’s utter rejection of Judaism. 


In the fourth we have some of the 
most important parabolic teaching giv- 
en by the Master in the days of His flesh 
— three sublime messages, a cluster of 
jewels. 


The parable of the Wicked Husband- 
man contains a negative message, con- 
demning rejectors of God’s revealed 
truth. It emphasizes the terrible judg- 
ment that will be meted out to those who 
reject the Son of the Householder. The 
narrative centers around persons to 
whom responsibility for tilling the vine- 
yard was delegated. 


In our text, the Householder repre- 
sents God the Father. The Vineyard is 








His kingdom on earth. The Husband- 
men were the leaders of Jewry who 
stoned the prophets in Old Testament 
times and later brought about the death 
of Christ. The “Son” of Matthew 21:37 
is our Lord. “The nation bringing forth 
the fruits thereof” is the true Church, 
all born again believers collectively. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
21:42. 


The word “rock” and its derivatives, 
including “stone” of the present pas- 
sage, always symbolizes deity in Scrip- 
ture. (See Psalm 18:2; 27:5; 62:6, 
Matthew 16:18.) 


The stone which the builders reject- 
ed! Our Lord was referring to some- 
thing that had happened centuries earl- 
ier when Solomon’s temple was under 
construction. 


There were underground quarries 
outside Jerusalem where men worked 
day and night carving, shaping, dress- 
ing, polishing stones to be hoisted above 
and fitted into their respective places, 
without the noise of a hammer. I Kings 
6:7. 


A strange thing happened during the 
seven and one-half years devoted to con- 
structing the temple. An order was sent 
down to prepare the cornerstone, the de- 
sign of which was different from any 
other in the structure. Skilled workman- 
ship was required to produce it. 


Men above were still working on the 
early stages of the project. The new 
stone was beautiful but could not be 
made to fit. Assuming that a mistake

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had been made, certain workmen rolled 
it over the steep embankment at the edge 
of the temple area. It landed near the 
brook Kidron in the valley below and 
became the stone which the builders re- 
jected. 


Some time later, work had progressed 
to the point where the cornerstone was 
needed. An emergency order was rushed 
down to the quarries. Word came back 
that it had been sent up at an earlier 
date. Someone recalled what had hap- 
pened. 


Searchers were ordered into the Kid- 
ron Valley and there they found the 
cherished cornerstone covered with 
vines, brambles and debris. It was re- 
trieved and placed into the position pro- 
vided in the plans and specifications of 
the temple. “The stone which the build- 
ers rejected, the same is become the 
head of the corner.” 


A thousand years later found Jesus 
Christ on earth, describing His mission 
as the Saviour of men. Knowing that the 
story of the rejected and retrieved cor- 
nerstone had lived through the centur- 
ies, He applied it to Himself. 


On that occasion, He was saying in 
substance ... I have come to earth, God 
in flesh, different from any other person 
the world has ever known. I am unique, 
unlike all other beings who have lived 
in this world and consequently do not 
fit into the sum total of humanity. I am 
therefore misunderstood, misinterpreted 
and rejected. Yet, I am the cornerstone 
of the Church. My Church will rest up- 
on the fact of my diety. Even as the cor- 
nerstone of Solomon’s temple was re- 
jected, I too shall be rejected, persecut- 
ed, crucified. But this Stone shall be- 
come the head of the corner. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: JUDGMENT 
FOLLOWS REJECTION. 


Jesus put a searching question to the 
Jewish rejectors in Matthew 21:40. 
Verse 45 leaves no doubt regarding the 
identity of those with whom He was in 
conflict. They wanted to kill Him then 
and there. 


By their answer they declared their 
own doom. Dr. R. A. Torrey says: “As 
an historic fact, God did ‘miserably de- 
stroy these miserable men.’ This was 
executed in the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem, the most appalling siege in the 
world’s history. Doom likewise awaits 
those who now reject Christ.”

CHRIST'S INCOMPARABLE 
ANSWERS 


Matthew 22:15-46 











EMORY TEXT: “Never man spake 
like this man.” John 7:46. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “ENTANGLE.” 


The parable of the Wicked Husband- 
men which formed the text of last Sun- 
day’s lesson, cut the Jewish leaders to 
the quick. Jesus and His opponents were 
gradually coming to grips. The earlier 
questions put to Him were far less per- 
sonal and insulting than those before 
us today. 


Three groups conspired to entrap 
(“entangle”) Him: The Herodians, the 
Sadducees and Pharisees. 


(1) The Herodians made up a Jew- 
ish political party, started presumably 
by Herod the Great, who reigned in Ju- 
dea 37 B. C. to 4 B. C. While friction ex- 
isted between them and the Pharisees, 
the two groups coalesced, first in dis- 
guised opposition, and later open union 
against Christ, Whom they regarded as 
a common enemy. He commanded great 
prestige with the people and this served 
to fan the flames of jealousy. 


They were smart men, clever inter- 
rogators, and creatures of deceit. 
“Teacher, we know thou art true.” But 
Jesus discerned the intent of their hearts 
and threw them off balance. “Why 
tempt ye me, ye hypocrites.” An effort 
was made to trip Him, and entrap Him 
into making some statement that could 
be used in the trial which they knew to 
be approaching. 


“Ts it lawful to give tribute unto Cae- 
sar, or not?” A wrong answer would 
have involved Him in difficulties with 
the Roman government. Even His ene- 
mies “marvelled” at the answer recor- 


ed in Matthew 22:21. 


(2) The Sadducees comprised an- 
other group to whom the Son of God 
was distasteful. They rejected His teach- 
ings and joined with those who wanted 
to do Him bodily harm. 


They were aristocrats, intellectuals 
and liberals. Josephus described them 
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as such: “They only gain the well-to-do; 
they have not the people on their side.” 


These people were galvanized mater- 
ialists, who refused to believe in a re- 
surrection, retribution during a future 
life or personal continuity of the indiv- 
idual beyond the grave. For this reason, 
we know that they were simply trying to 
be smart, cynical, by the questions pro- 
pounded in Matthew 22:23-33. But they 


were “astonished” at Christ’s answer. 


(3) The Pharisees were Talmudists, 
which meant that they resided in a men- 
tal ghetto, making them natural ene- 
mies of Christ and His teachings. 
(Twentieth century Jewry also remains 
enslaved by the Talmud — namely, the 
accumulated writings of the rabbis, em- 
bodying a vicious anti-social code which 
creates abnormal living standards and 
keeps adherents dislocated in society.) 


The Pharisees were very powerful in 
the days of Christ and wielded a deci- 
sive influence upon public affairs. One 
of their lawyers joined the Herodians 
and Sadducees and came “tempting” 
Christ, but the answer he received was 
demolishing. With this, the interroga- 
tors had enough! For we read, “No man 

. from that day forth asked him any 
more questions.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
22:42. 


“What think ye of Christ?” Dr. H. F. 
J. Ellingsen answers this question in the 
following abridgment: 


“There are two ways of conceiving of 
the one Christ — Incidental and Essent- 
ial. 

“The Incidental Christ is the outward 
Christ of circumstance, historical, ec- 
clesiastical, theological. This is the 
Christ of most biographers. 


“The Essential Christ is the inward 
Christ who is therefore independent of 
circumstances, or conditions of time and 
space; the absolute, changeless, eternal, 
ever-contemporaneous, uncontingent 
Christ; the immortal Christ of Charac- 
ter, the divine Christ of the Incarnation; 
that is, God’s embodiment in the Son of 
Man. How often is this divine Christ ob- 
scured, hidden by environments and 
temporalities. We recognize Jesus the 
Man, but not Jesus the Christ. He stands 
among us, but we know Him not, ex- 
cept as casual, incidental. 
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“He is in Christianity; as center of 
Gospels, Acts, Epistles, Covenant, 
Church; yet to some He may be but an 
ecclesiastical, theological Christ. He is 
in art; as center of letters, poetry, es- 
says, biographies, of music, painting, 
sculpture; yet to some artists He may be 
but a contingent, local Christ. 


“Do we not find the Essential Christ 
‘the same yesterday, today and forever?’ 
Ever adjustable, because absolute; ever 
flexible, because changeless. 


“Christ formed within us the hope of 
character, becomes the life-element; the 
motive power, ever unfolding all incip- 
ient possibilities; ever developing all 
capacities; allowing for all personal 
equations; healing all discords; ennob- 
ling all weakness; transfiguring all er- 
rors.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST 
SHOULD BE OBEYED, NOT OF- 
FENDED. 


Before condemning too vigorously 
the Herodians, Sadducees and Pharisees 
for offending the Son of God, let us 
make sure that by our attitude and con- 
duct we are not guilty of a similar sin. 


As God revealed to our humanity, we 
know that His will is geared to the om- 
nipotent will of the universe. How fool- 
ish for humans to put their puny wills 
at cross purposes with His dictates and 
objectives! 


Today’s Sunday School lesson seems 
to emphasize this fact. 
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LESSON NUMBER THREE 





March 1, 1953 
FALSE LEADERS CONDEMNED 
Matthew Chapter 23 











EMORY TEXT: “And _ whosoever 

shall exalt himself shall be abased; 
and he that shall humble himself shall 
be exalted.”’ Matthew 23:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MASTER.” 


As the time for our Lord’s trial and 
death approached, the antagonisms be- 
tween Himself and the Talmudic Jewish 
leaders became increasingly acute. He 
associated them with the serpent in Eden 
by the use of such polemics as, “Ye ser- 
pents, ye generation of vipers, how can 
ye escape the damnation of hell?” ... 
“Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites!” “Ye fools.” “Ye blind 
guides.” 

Last Sunday’s lesson described a de- 
bate between the Master and the Phari- 
sees. Today’s studies contain remarks 
leveled directly against them. He un- 
covered their crimes, knowing full well 
their striking power and ability to retal- 
iate. 

A direct connection between the ve- 
nom they were spe wing upon Him 
and the serpent-poison responsible for 
Eden’s tragedy, was established: “That 
upon you may come all the righteous 
blood shed upon the earth, from the 
blood of righteous Abel unto the blood 
of Zacharias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar.” 


The foregoing was meant to be more 
than a play upon words. Christ was ac- 
tually identifying His adversaries as 
carriers of venom, instruments of Satan, 
serpent people, men of evil genius mo- 
tivated by the same powers that precipi- 
tated the Fall of Man. They were soon 
to appear triumphant by bringing about 
His crucifixion. 

This is the deeper side of the conflict 
reported in today’s lesson. But there is 
also a less weightier, but important ap- 
plication — namely, a searching con- 
demnation of all forms of hypocrisy in 
areas of religious leadership. All who 
exploit religion for gain and use it as a 
cloak to cover personal sins, come un- 
der the indictment. 
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“History is full of instances of men 
who put on the robes of the church, as- 
sumed blasphemous titles, arrogated 
to themselves the pomp and privilege 
of royalty, all the time using their of- 
fices to repress the aspirations of the 
poor. Indeed, it was this evil that made 
the Protestant Reformation inevitable.”

Jesus contrasted the spirit and behav- 
ior of His true followers, with that of 
the hypocrites against whom He warned 
the people. Whereas, false teachers ex- 
alt themselves, genuine disciples exem- 
plify humility. Christians have one Mas- 
ter and under His benign rule, all are 
brethern. In the fellowship of saints, 
humility is an unmistakable adornment. 


Self-sacrifice is a mark of distinction, 
an indication of inward strength of 
character. Willingness to put the needs 
of others first, bespeaks soul muscle. 
“He that is greatest among you shall 
be your servant.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
23:37. 


“QO Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her 
omens under her wings, and ye would 
not!” 


It is a paradox that Jerusalem, dedi- 
cated as the world’s religious center 
should have been, down across the cen- 
turies, a seat of crime against God’s 
true representatives on earth. The great- 
est of all crimes (our Lord’s crucifix- 
ion) was destined to be committed with- 
in three days after the above lamanta- 
tion. 


Had the people of Jerusalem repent- 
ed and embraced the divine Saviour, 
how different the history of these in- 
tervening centuries would read! The 
city could have been saved like Nine- 
veh. And for that matter, the same is 
true of our modern urban centers, reek- 
ing with moral filth and godlessness — 
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Jerusalem’s rejection of Christ and 
refusal to repent, invited judgment. His 
prophecy was fulfilled 40 years later 
when Roman armies, under Titus, over- 
ran the city and reduced it to rubble. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST IS 
LORD AND MASTER. 


“One is your Master, even Christ.” 


“Master” is the title by which He was 
commonly called. It is the title too, 
which He accepted as His own in John 
13:13, “Ye call me Master and Lord: 
and ye say well; for so I am.” 


Why is He to be recognized as our 
eternal Sovereign? Because His lord- 
ship is evident when we recall that (1) 
His nature is divine, (2) His character 
is perfect and (3) His teaching is com- 
plete. 


The glory of His spotless purity, the 
fascination of His lowliness, the depth 
of His love, the sublimity of His self- 
sacrifice, invest Him with might and 
majesty, and therefore He is Master — 
as He proclaims Himself to be in the 
Sunday School lesson for today. 


LESSON NUMBER FOUR 





March 8, 1953 
THE NEED OF WATCHFULNESS| 
Matthew 25:1-13 











EMORY TEXT: “Watch ye, stand 
fast in the faith, quit you like men, 
be strong.” I Corinthians 16:13. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “OIL.” 


The parable of today’s lesson has 
many sides and aspects. It is both pro- 
phetical and practical. It has a message 
for all periods of Church history, but 
especially the time just preceding the 
return of Christ. 


It searches and sifts heart motives. It 
is also quickening and comforting. It 
fills a special need, in these days when 
vast numbers of Church people have 
only “a form of godliness, denying the 
power thereof.” 
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The text divides professed Christians 
into two classes — the wise (in God’s 
sight) and the foolish. There are points 
of (1) Likeness and (2) Unlikeness be- 


tween the two groups. 


(1) They have the same name, vir- 
gins. They wear the same dress. They 
are on the same errand. They both have 
lamps. They both slumber. These simi- 
larities have to do with outward appear- 
ances. The peril of mere externalism in 
religion is clearly evident. We have be- 
fore us a warning against artificial re- 
ligious practices. 


(2) The difference between the two 
classes is within, imperceptible from 
without. Until the time of the Bride- 
groom’s arrival, the appearance was 
completely similar. The difference nar- 
rowed down to one point — the lack of 
oil. 

Some have supposed that the foolish 
took oil in their lamps, but not an extra 
supply in their vessels. It appears, how- 
ever, that they did neither. The lamps 
were not required to be lighted till the 
Bridegroom came. It was then that the 
lack of oil became known. There was 
“oil in the dwelling of the wise” (Pro- 
verbs 21:20), but not so with the fool- 
ish. 

Oil typifies the Holy Spirit. See Exo- 
dus 30:25. Psalm 45:7, Isaiah 61:3, 
Luke 10:34, Acts 10:38, I John 2:20,27. 


The lack of oil and absence of the 
Holy Spirit makes the difference be- 
tween the foolish and the wise — be- 
tween light and darkness. Thus, a per- 
son may appear very much like a Chris- 
tian, and yet not be one. He may be 
very near the kingdom, and yet not en- 
ter. He may have the outward features 
of a Christian, and yet be lacking the 
one indispensable quality. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
25:6. 


“Behold, the bridegroom cometh.” 


The parable is also intended to teach 
that Christians should be at all times 
prepared for the coming of Christ. He 
is the Bridegroom. The Church (saints 
of all ages collectively) is His Bride. 
Ephesians 5:25-33. 
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The maidens were naturally compan- 
ions of the Bride ... the Bridegroom 
having gone to claim her before the 
midnight marriage feast, at which the 
lamps were to be put to use. 


In the words, “the bridegroom tar- 
ried,” Jesus gave His disciples a hint 
that His return might not be as immed- 
iate as some of them expected. During 
the waiting period, the maidens slept. 
A picture of a Church that has too often 
slumbered when there was work to be 
done! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS ARE WATCHERS. 


“Watch therefore, for ye know neith- 
er the day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of Man cometh.” 


There are two schools of theological 
thought concerned with the doctrine of 
the second coming of Christ. One is 
Post-millennial and the other is Pre-mil- 
lennial. 


The Post-millennial concept is that 
we will gradually evolve into a heaven- 
ly state, a utopia, through educational 
programs and humanitarian relation- 
ships, without an act of supernatural 
intervention. 


The opposite view, the Pre-millennial 
concept, is that Christ will return in the 
darkest hour of human history, at a 
time when the human family will be 
burning itself out in the white fires of 
its own lust. Armageddon will be in 
progress. The record says that condi- 
tions will be so unspeakably terrible 
that except for the return of Christ there 
would be no flesh saved. 


From the days of the apostles, down 
to the middle of the eighteenth century, 
the Pre-Millennial doctrine of Christ’s 
return was taken for granted. Then a 
theologian by the name of Daniel Whit- 
by rose in England. He introduced the 
new, novel idea that a utopian state 
would gradually develop through hu- 
man effort prior to Christ’s return. 


Whitby was more conservative, how- 
ever, than some of his successors. He 
called the view “a new hypothesis.” In 
this he was correct. It was new, and only 
an hypothesis. 


There has been, down the corridors of 
Church history, a chain of watchers. 
These spiritually-minded people have 
supplied the evangelistic missionary 
leadership of the centuries. The state of 
expectancy in which they lived, provid- 
ed them with zeal for service. 


John says that this attitude of expect- 
ancy has a purifying effect upon person- 
al character. I John 3:3. Titus calls it a 
“blessed hope.” Titus 2:13.
